BRAZOS RIVER SURVEY. 


Two Plans Proposed for Opening the 
Waterway for Navigation. 


United States Engineer Oppiko- 
fer is preparing his report, which 
will 
be sent to Washington by 
wire in order to insure its receipt 
at the earliest possible moment by 
the chief of engineers, that the 
project may he presented to con­ 
gress at th is session. 
The Brazos 
river survey was divided into two 
parts with a view of expediting the 
work. 
Mr. Oppikofer, with a flo­ 
tilla twelve boats and sixteen men, 
was placed in charge of the work 
from Old Washington to the mouth 
of the river, a distance of 253^ 
miles. 
Engineer 
Campbell was 
charged with the survey of the up 
per river, extending from Waco to 
Old Washington. 
It may be said 
that the survey of the Brazos river 
shows tim importance of the pro 
posed improvement of that stream 
by opening the river for naviga­ 
tion from Waco to its mouth and 
that the reports of Messrs. O ppi­ 
kofer and Campbell are most fav­ 
orable to the project. 
Mr. 
Campbell’s expedition is 
expected to complete its labors 
early this month and his report 
will also be wired to Washington. 
He stated to a reporter yesterday 
that he encountered no engineer­ 
ing dilRculties and that the im ­ 
provement of the stream is only a 
matter of dollars and cents. 
Two 
propositions are offered and esti­ 
mates made of the cost of each. 
One scheme is to improve the 
waterway by building spur dikes 
which will open the river for navi­ 
gation from eight to ten months of 
the year. Under this plan a depth 
of about 46 feet of water and a width 
of about 500 feet will be obtained. 
The cost for improvement of the 
lower section of the river—253J 
miles— under this plan will be 
about 8100,000. 
The Brazos is 
blessed with tide water for about 
sixty miles inland from its mouth. 
The other plan suggested for 
making the Brazos navigable the 
year round would be by the con­ 
struction of a system of locks and 
dams. 
This plan, while perm a­ 
nent and feasible, would be very 
costly and the estimates of cost 
have not yet been computed. 
All 
the bridges will have to be rebuilt 
under this plan. 
The construction of a system of 
levees to 
he built hack from the 
shore line was also considered in 
the survey and the cost for this is 
estimated at $5,000,000 ’However, 
the United States engineers do not 
know whether the war departm ent 
will consider this plan of provid­ 
ing levees, as it has been the cus­ 
tom to refer such projects as not in 
line with federal improvements. 
But Mr. Qppixofer says the people 
along the river are clamoring for a 
remedy against recurrence of the 
overflows which 
wrought 
such 
damage to adjacent country last 
spring and the levee system, it is 
claimed by the engineers, would 
afford this protection. 
Mr. Oppikofer’s time was well 
taken up directing the work of the 
surveying party and compiling the 
records, but he found time to gath­ 
er some valuable statistics in su p­ 
port of the improvement, which 
the people of that section claim is 


a necessity to commerce. 
From 
information obtained at various 
points along the river he estimates 
that at least one million dollars 
will be saved annually in freight 
rates alone by the opening of the 
Brazos to navigation. 
This does 
not include the industries which 
will find a ready market for their 
products by placing them iii posi­ 
tion to compete for prices by rea­ 
son of reduced treight rates. 
Im ­ 
mense timber districts and the 
sugar industries along the Brazos 
will build up and add greatly t i 
the commercial value of the im­ 
provement. 
Mr. Oppikofer 
says there is 
nothing in the way of making the 
waterway navigable and there are 
two or three plans^open for consid­ 
eration. 
It is simply a matter of 
what plan the government will 
adopt and the efforts of tho people 
interested will bo directed to se ­ 
cure the greatest result at the least 
cost and a plan that will he p e r­ 
manent 
It is claimed that the 
opening of the Brazos to naviga­ 
tion the year round will redound 
to the benefit of all Texas and that 
many thousand dollars 
will 
he 
saved 
annually in 
freight rates 
from north Texas to the gulf.

encouraging telegram s had been re­ 
ceived and he was confident of tying up 
the road so as to wiu all demands of tbs 
•trikers. 
I lie impression is gaining ground 
bere th at the strikers may ultimately 
be aided this way. 
This is denied by 
officials of the Santa Fe, who declare 
they have the situation well iii baud. 
Galveston, Dec. 
IO. —There are ne 
prospects of an immediate settlem ent ol 
tile telegraphers’ strike. 
I,. J. Polk, 
general manager of the iSarita Fe, iu a 
published statem ent says that the trains 
are moving w ithout interruption and 
that a large Bomber of mon are rem ain­ 
ing loyal and he has in his possession a 
num ber of application* from men foi 
positions. 


Mr. Polk declared th at advices from 
General Superintendent Kesseguie of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road 
stated that trains were moving as usual 
and that many operators were at work. 
President Dolphin of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers, is confident that 
the telegraphers will win. 
Ho said he 
had received the most, encouraging re­ 
ports from all points along the Santa Fe 
and that the road was most effectively 
tied up. 
President Dolphin says his order for 
all operators on the Sanra Fe system to 
come out was otieyed almost to the let­ 
ter. 
His order in volved 2100 men. 
He received a message from one of 
his lieutenants Sunday night that union
